Dear Mr. Cleveland: 

In response to your request that the members of the 
Emergency Medical Service Review Board assist you in answering 
the questionnaire from the Common Council, we would like to 
reply in the following manner. First, in an earlier memorandum 
issued on August 13, 1976, you asked for our input on goals and 
problems of the department and we replied. The contents of 
these replies ansv/ered many of these same questions.^ Secondly, 
we feel this Questionnaire asks for information which should 
reflect the goals and objectives of the administrator of the 
organization and as such, be answered by him. It is our'feeling 
that an administrator appointed in consideration of his medical 
and administrative experiences v/ould have formed definite goals ■ 
and objectives for his organization. 

It is apparent to us that this organization lacks the. 
backbone in its leadership to provide adequate direction to 
meet community needs. We believe, for example, that the failure 
of planning in the areas of advance life support training and 
implementation demonstrates the type of narrov; mindlessness 
currently in existence. Futhermore, we feel that truly 
effective leadership of the Fort Wayne''Emergency Medical Service 
yrill not be attained as long as the position of its administrator 
remains a political appointment, , . ' 

Ultimately, we feel that our organization should be more • 
directly controlled by the medical community and not by the 
political community. It is inevitable that the Emergency 
Medical Service should become more closely linked with our 
community hospital emergency rooms since emergency medical 
technicians spend a large percentage of their time in these rooms 
and working v/ith their personnel. At this time v/e v/ould like 
to suggest“that you, Mr*. Hepler, and the mayor investigate the 
possibility of forming an Emergency Medical Service Board which 
would be comprised of atleast one physician and one registered 
nurse from each of the three active hospital emergency rooms. 


One of the responsibilities of this board would be to screen 
applicants for the position of the administrator of the 
Emergency Medical Service, We think that collectively such a 
board would be able to evaluate the goals and objectives of a 
prospective administrator and make positive recommendations 
for such an appointment.

statement of Christopher M. Nixon: 


My discipline stemmed from the fact that I went to the News l^fedia 
as a spokesman for the EMT Review Board and certain statements appearing in the 
newspaper were attributed to me. I feel I was unjustly treated vdiich resulted 
in monetary loss, personal embarrassment and damage to my reputation. The 
records of this disciplinary action will appear in my work file and would 
possibly hinder ny admission to medical school. 

No one approached me prior to the hearing of November 5, 1976, to inform 
ire that I was in fact entitled to legal counsel at the hearing, or to offer such 
counsel. 

I feel that I was not fairly treated as an employee of the City of Fort Wayne 
and that action by the Council would improve future relations between i'oyself and 
the EMS and myself and the City of Fort Wayne. I feel a thorough investigation 
would benefit not only myself but would improve moral among my co-workers in the 
EMS department. 

The facts cdnceming my case are identical to those concerning the case of 
Howard M. Balkenbusch, Jr. and I would like to request that my hearing before 
Council, if granted, be conducted at the same tiime as Mr. Balkenbusch's hearing. 

My shift supervisor and another shift supervisor confirmed the fact that 
disciplinary action and possible dismissal would result if anyone of the EMT's 
employed by the City of Fort Wayne spoke out at the Governmental Cperations

Dear I-xr. Cleveland: 

In response to your request that the members of the 
Emergency Medical Service Review Board assist you in answering 
the questionnaire from the Common Council, we would like to 
reply in the following manner. First, in an earlier memorandum 
issued on August 13, 1976. you asked for our input on goals and 
problems of the department and we replied. The contents of 
these replies ansv/ered m.any of these same questions. Secondly, 
we feel this ouestionnaire asks for information which should 
reflect the goals and objectives of the administrator of the 
organization and as such, be answered by him.^ It is our feeling 
that an administrator appointed in consideration of his medical 
and administrative experiences v/ould have formed definite goals 
and objectives for his organization. 

It is apparent to us that this organization lacks the 
backbone in its leadership to provide adequate direo-tion to_ 
meet community needs. V/e believe, for example, that the failure 
of planning in the areas of advance life support training and 
implementation demonstrates the type of narrow mindlessness 
currently in existence. Futhermore, we feel that truly 
effective leadership of the Fort Wayne'iEmergency Medical Service 
will not be attained as long as the- position of its administrator 
remains a political appointment. 

Ultimately, we feel that our organization should be more • 
directly controlled by the medical community and not by the 
political community. It is inevitable that the Emergency 
Medical Service should becomie more closely linked with our 
aommunity hospital emiergency rooms since emergency medical 
technicians spend a larae percentage of their time in these rooms 
and working v/ith their personnel. At this time v/e would like 
to suggest that you, Mr*. Hepler, and the mayor investigate the^ 
possibilitv of forming an Emereency Medical Service Board which 
would be comnrised of atleast one physician and one registered 
nurse from each of the three active hospital emergency rooms. 


OnB of the responsibilities of this board would be to screen 
ap-Dlicants for the position of the administrator of the 
Emergency Medical Service. Vv'e think that collectively such a 
board would be able to evaluate the goals and objectives of a 
prospective administrator and make positive recommendations 
for such an appointment.
